[HIS Apparatus, as shown on Plates 233. A. and 233. B., and in accompanying Diagrams, Nos. 1, 2, and 3, is furnished with a close Stove 


in front, having a feeding door at top, and draught valve at bottom, by which its power can be regulated from the white heat of 
4 a furnace to the dull red of slow combustion. 

‘At the back of this Stove are placed one, two, or more oblong heating chambers, provided with a series of gills 2 inches wide to increase 
their power of giving off heat. These chambers are divided vertically into three compartments connected at the bottom, the centre compartment 
being equal in area to the two compartments on either side. The heated air can be delivered from the Stove into the first heating chamber either 
by one connection at the top of its centre compartment, or by two connections at the top of the side compartments, to suit the convenience of 
having but one connection with the chimney when an odd number of heating chambers are used. 

When an even number of heating chambers are used, the heated air from the Stove enters the centre compartment of the first heating 
chamber at the top, down which it descends, and at the bottom divides into the two side compartments, which it ascends; from the top of these 
it is led by connections into the. side compartments of the next heating chamber; again descending, it passes into the centre compartment, and 
uniting, ascends it and passes out at the top either into another chamber or into the chimney, as the case may be, only retaining sufficient heat 
to produce proper circulation through the heating compartments and draught in the chimney. By this means the entire heat resulting from 
combustion is given off into the apartment, less the small amount necessary for circulation. 

In order to facilitate the lighting of this battery, a communication from the Stove to the chimney is made by connections direct through the 
heating chambers, and when a sufficient draught is established, this direct communication is closed by dampers, and circulation ensues. 

This Apparatus is also supplied with heating chambers (same as those already described) on the sides of the Stove, meeting behind, as shown 
in the Diagram, No. 4. 

One great advantage in this arrangement is that the Apparatus lies very much closer to the wall, and consequently takes up less room in a 
hall or elsewhere. 

‘This Apparatus has been carefully tested in a properly constructed testing-room, and it has been ascertained that adding a heating chamber to a 


one-chambered Stove increases the power of the Apparatus by 20 to 25 per cent., and adding three chambers increases the power 45 to 50 per cent. 


The number of heating chambers required depends on the activity of combustion, or in other words, the amount of heat desired. 

For ordinary requirements in a large room or hall, a Single or Two-chambered Apparatus will be found sufficient, in which case the valve or 
draught door at the bottom of the Stove should not be opened more than } to § of an inch: this will ensure the maximum of heat for a minimum of fuel. 

When the Apparatus is required to heat public buildings, churches, &c., four chambers should be attached, and the sliding door of the air 
valve opened wider, the extent of which must be determined according to the draught in the chimney: this will increase combustion and produce 


an increase of heat, but care should be taken that no portion of the Apparatus be allowed to become red hot.

Evaporating pans placed under the base of the Apparatus are found to pleasantly moisten the atmosphere without causing undue dampness
